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Gay movement 
discussed 



Franklin B. Kameny addressed 
belween 50 and 100 persons last 
evening on the Gay Liberation 
Movement in North America. 

Besides being the first declared 
homosexual ever to seek public 
ollice, Kameny is the author of the 
slogan "gay is good'* and is an 
authority on the Gay movement. 

He discussed tho last twenty 
years of the U.S.A.'s civil liberties 
struggle, with emphasis on the 
gay movement, which, he said, is 
"just a step behind the blacks' 
movement for civil equality". Ho 
noted that legal considerations 



are a great priority, but claimed 
that changes in attitude are even 
more necessary to cloar up tho 
prejudices against all minority" 
groups. . 

Kameny was quick to note that 
homosexuals have been thought 
of as a rather shadowy, listless 
group of people. He said that 
"people aren't accustomed to 
gays fighting back," adding that 
minority groups on the whole "are 
used to being seen as begging 
crumbs from the majority in soci- 
ety".

Iranian student 
fights deportation 



SEATTLE, Washington 
(LNS)— The U.S. government 
wants Babak Zahraio to leave this 
country, and ho wants to stay. 
Babak says he and the govern- 
ment have a "philosophic differ- 
ence." 

The 22-year-old Iranian is a 



graduate student in philosophy, 
and is married to a U.S. citizen. 
Ordinarily, this would qualify him 
for indefinite oxtension of his visa 
to remain in the United States. But 
Zahraie's political ideas have dis- 
pleased the U.S. government. 
He's spoken out against the war 
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Disagreement 
over separation 



Thirty-five students mot yester- 
day in the Student Union to dis- 
cuss the question of separating 
the Arts and Science Underg- 
raduate Society into two distinct 
societies. The chairman and 
several other main organizers of 
the meeting attempted to limit' dis- 
cussion to matters of strategy, but 
participants brought up many 
relevant questions, which were 
ignored and even scorned by the 
chairman. 

The main disagreements at tho 
meeting concerned the necessity 
and effectiveness of separation. 
Many had difficulty in understand- 
ing how any improvement could 
result simply from creafing a now 
structure. Will Hoffman. ASUS 
representative on Council, agreed 
that ASUS has not performed as 
it should, but expressed his belief 



that the existing structure coula 
fulfill the students' noeds if it 
received the necessary interest 
and direction from tho students. 

Those in support of separating 
ASUS into a Science Underg- 
raduate Society and an Arts 
Undergraduate Society felt that 
"we need two distinct societies 
reflecting the spbeific needs and 
interests of each group." But tho 
only areas in which they could cite 
specific noeds and interests were 
those of academic requirements 
and projects that would be purely 
scientific or artistic in nature. 
Thero were several objections to 
the proposal that these con- 
cerns could only be dealt with by 
organizations devoted to a single 
faculty. . 

Thero was a great deal of con-

in Vietnam. He edited a University 
of Washington foreign students' 
newspaper, served as president 
of the university's Foreign Stu- 
dents Council, and played a lead- 
ing role in the Tuition Rollback 
Coalition at the school. 

On March 14, 1972, the axe fell. 
The Seattle office of U.S. Immig- 
ration ordered Zahraie deported 
on technical grounds. Specifi- 
cally, immigration offficials 
accused him of violating immigra- 
tion law when he crossed the 
Canadian border for a few hours 
in November, 1971. But it was 
obvious long before the March 14 
deportation order that this was not 
the real reason for the decision. 

Soon after his Canadian visit in 
November, Immigration sum- 
moned Zahraie for a hearing to 
discuss the trip. But in the first 
three-hour hearing, he faced, a 
grilling about his political beliefs, 
activities, and affiliations instead. 
Then he was told that there would 
be no problem with his visa or the 
trip. 

To his great surprise, Zahraie 
was arrested by immigration 
officers on February 9, 1972. 
They illegally entered and 
searched his home, discouraged 
him from getting a lawyer, and 
took him off to a second hearing. 

Again, he was grilled about his 
political beliefs and threatened by 
Immigration, "We're going to 
hand you over to the Iranian gov- 
ernment to take care of you." 

Zahraie demanded the right to 
have a lawyer present, at which 
point the hearing ended. The 
Washington Civil Liberties Union 
agreed to take the case. 

On February 22, Immigration 
formally charged Zahraie with 
being a "subversive" on tho 
grounds that he had posters of

Lenin and Che Guevara at home, 
and also a set of the collected 
works of Lenin. Later, they added 
the charge of "conspiracy" 
against the governments of Iran 
and the United States. 

Both charges were eventually 
ruled out of order, but the March 
14 deportation order still stands 
until U.S. immigration or a federal 
court knocks it down. 

An effective defense committee 
has been supporting Zahraie's 
efforts to gain permanent 
residency. But Immigration is 
fighting back with deportation pro- 
ceedings against two members of 
the defense committee — Siamak 
Zahraie, who is Babak's brother, 
and Bahram Atai, the committee's 
secretary. 

"Anyone who has anything to 
do with the defense committee 
has been intimidated so that other 
foreign students will not cooper- 
ate with the defense committee," 
Zahraie told a reporter for (he Ber- 
keley Barb. 

Should BaJaak Zahraie be 
deported, he may well face prison 
in Iran — joining others who have 
been imprisoned and oxecuted 
for political dissent. Engineers, 
doctors, and students have been 
liquidated in recent mass execu- 
tions, although Iran's urban 
underground remains active. 

Located in the hoart of the Mid- 
dle East, with borders on the 
Soviet Union and the Persian 
•ulf, Iran has been one of the lar- 
gest recipients of American milit- 
ary and police aid in recent years. 
Richard Helms, the CIA direc- 
tor and corrdinator of all intellig- 
ence programs during the first 
Nixon administration, was 
recently appointed U.S. ambas- 
sador to Iran. With its vast oil 
reserves and strategic location, 
an Iran friendly to the U.S. is cru- 
cial to U.S.'s Mideast policy. For 
that reason, the U.S. has 
expended substantial effort to 
maintain the regime of the pro- 
American Shah of Iran. 

The strength of dissent in Iran 
was made dramatically clear 
when, last June, as Nixon was 
winding up a post-Moscow visit to 
.the Shah, three bombs went off 
in the capital city of Teheran. One 
of the bombs missed blowing up 
Nixon by about one hour. 

The Shah is now keeping 
thousands of political opponents in 
jail, and would no doubt like to 
add Babak Zahraie to the roster.

Tracing the legal advances in 
the U.S.A.. and noting the Cana- 
dian government's sanction of 
sexual acts in private, ho discus- 
sed the cultural values and their 
"authority figures" in North 
America .. .those who set the 
vogue in "normative values". At 
one time, of course, the Church 
was the moral agent. But it is, in 



his view, less heeded today than 
previously. "The high priests of 
past ages have been replaced by 
the high priests of the twentioth 
century— the psychiatrists." 

It is known that the. majority of 
those practitioners have held 
homosexuality in low esteem. But 
gay activists have raided the 
American Psychiatric 
Association's meetings. At one of 
their convocations ("sort of an 
ordination" ), they demanded that 
the APA listen to gays, if they were 
to discuss homosexuality at all. 
The APA has since given gays 
equal time and place in its confer- 
ences. 

Currently, there is a move afoot 
within and without the APA to 
have homosexuality removed 
from the syllabus of diagnostic 
medicine . . ."curing gays seman- 
tical^ rather than clinically", said 
Kameny,"afterall,weweredeclared 
to be ill by semantics rather 
than by science." 

In the area of civil rights, North 
America is fast approaching the 
point of no discrimination in the 
hiring and employment of gay per- 
sons. Kamony noted that in San 
Francisco, the civil hiring agency 
has a quota of gay persons to be 
hired in accordance with the 
proportion to the gay population. 

We have come a long way from 
the first Gay Liberation Front 
(GLF) at Columbia University in 
1967. Since then, the world has 
seen its first gay riot (Christopher 
Street, New York City, 1 969 ) and 
today there are 600 GLF groups 
in North America, of which nearly 
a third are university groups. This 
spring, the first GLF in a high 
school is seeking recognition by 
its administration (in Washington, 
D.C. ) through, the efforts of the 
students within that student body. 

Kameny, in expressing the sen- 
timent of Gay Liberation in the 
70s, exhorted the gays in the audi- 
ence that this "is our society; this 
is our culture; this is our gover- 
nment; just as much as theirs. The 
only way to effectively share in it 
is through politics. We all know 
that gay is good, and we are work- 
ing to make it better." 

In Kameny's view, the move- 
ment of Gay Liberation through- 
out all sectors of society is tan- 
■ tamount to the process of gay 
integration.

cern over the motives of those 
involved in developing the cam- 
paign for separation. The chair- 
man of the meeting, who was con- 
sistently rude to anyone raising a 
question, was bitter over his 
unsuccessful attempt to become 
treasurer of ASUS in (he last elec- 
tion. Several other losing can- 
didates spoke in support of the 
petition. 

The meeting ended rather has- 
tily. The organizers, having made 
their plans for circulating petitions, 
were anxious to avoid further dis- 
cussion. Their present plan is to 
get 1500 to 2000 signatures in 
favour of separation and to call 
an open meeting to change the 
constitution. They seem confidont 
of achieving this goal despite the 
high level of disagreement at the 
meeting

The "impartiality" of injunctions 



. -. if 



The notion of "impartial" justice is one of the funda- 
mental myths that the holders of power in this society 
seek to perpetuate among the powerless. 

Individual employers can be exploitative, and politi- 
cians can be corrupt — that even the upholders of the 
system will admit. But let anyone attack the sacred cow 
of the administration of "justice", and the howls of fury 
will drown him out. Should the unfortunate critic point 
the finger at a particular judge, a "contempt of court" 
sentence is likely to follow. As anyone who recalls the 
Chicago Seven trial knows, the power to sentence for 
"contempt of court" is arbitrary and can be used to put 
away "troublemakers" who are acquitted by the jury 
for the charges originally levelled against them. 

Judges (who in Canada arc appointed, not elected) 
have other arbitary powers. One of them is the injunction. 

This weekend, a Montreal judge, at the request of 
the McGill administration, used the injunction weapon 
to break an occupation of the Lcacock eighth floor lounge 
by the Alliance for Child Care and the McGill Baby 
Care Co-op. 

The injunction was carefully worded and covered all 
the bases. It made it very clear that the administration's 
protestations of good faith were a lie, and that its supposed 
concern for the "safety" of the children on the eighth 
floor was nothing but a pretense. Among other things, 
it forbade the operation of a Day Care Centre by the 
ACC and the MBCC "on any of the premises owned 
by the petitioners". To ignore such an injunction, issued 
by Mr. Justice Paul Gcrvuis, is to invite sentencing for 
"contempt of court". 

The usc^of the injunction in this cose is no different 
' from the use of injunctions in thousands of labour disputes 
in the decades past. It is no different from the use of 
an injunction against the Common Front strike of 210,000 



workers lust May and the jailing of union leaders and 
militants for refusing to cpmply with it. 

Judges are not obliged to grant injunctions upon 
rcquesL But they almost invariably do. After all, in this 
capitalist society, private property is sacred, far more 
sacred than the rights of strikers or the much-vaunted 
"rights of the individual". Certainly, some individuals 
have rights', but evidently only if they arc members of 
the propertied classes. 

On September 14, 1971, /or the first time in 18 years 
(that's right, eighteen!), a Quebec Superior Court judge 
refused to grunt an employer's request for an injunction. 
The Turn bull Elevator Company had asked Judge Leon 
Lalonde for an injunction against 50 striking mechanics. 
- He refused, on the grounds that the company had "failed- 
to live up to its contract commitments". The company 
had refused to pay a wage increase due under the terms 
of an agreement signed in 1967; it claimed that a Quebec- 
wide government decree for the construction industry 
allowed it to pay lower wages than those promised. 

One would think that the absence of any other such 
exceptions proves something. 

The much-vaunted "impartiality" of judges is also 
belied by the way some of them show blatant bias against 
political defendants and try to influence juries. The judge 
at one recent political trial (which ended in acquittal 
for all the defendants involved) ranted against the defen- 
dants* for an hour and a half in his summation to the 
jury. The jurors, however, did not allow themselves to 
be influenced. As one of them said to a defendant after- 
wards, "We workers have to stick together." 

Many lawyers, particularly those who defend working- 
class or left-wing clients, have come to realize the* funda- 
mental contradictions in the administration of "justice" 
in Quebec. 



Last Thursday, 3 1 Legal Aid lawyers announced that 
they were refusing to plead any more new cases before 
Judge Jacques Anctil. One of the lawyers, Joseph Silver, 
had been found guilty of "contempt of court" by Anctil 
for arguing too strenuously for a delay in his client's 
trial. Silver was offered the choice of a $200 line or 
five days in jail. He intends to serve the sentence on 
principle. 

At the request of these 3 1 lawyers, the Quebec Bar 
Association has called on the Department of Justice to 
investigate Anctil's conduct. 

It is interesting to note, however, that despite the mul- 
tiplicity of complaints against Anctil that the Bar has 
registered with Choquelfe's fiefdom since last November, 
nothing has been done. 

Perhaps, in the wake of the present furor over Anctil, 
the Justice Department will make a scapegoat of this 
particular judge. Or perhaps it will defend him, or do 
nothing.- It doesn't really matter. The system will remain 
untouched. And the increasingly shaky foundations of 
the myth will not even be approached, for fear of bringing 
the whole corrupt, decaying structure crashing down to 
ruins. 

The McGill administration has acted treacherously and 
deceitfully in obtaining the injunction against those who 
are fighting for decent day care facilities at McGill. Such 
behaviour may not be new for the administration in the 
light of other repressive actions they have committed this 
year and in past years, but that does not mean they should 
be allowed to get away with it. 

As for the courts, which unqucstioningly granted the 
administration its every request, they have again shown 
whose interests they" serve.

Ah, the joy of public life is rep- 
reseting the people; right, gang? 
Well, at least you've certainly rep- 
resented Arts rather overwhelm- 
ingly. But what about the rest of 
the students at McGill? Is it that, 
in your humble judgment, no one 
else except you has anything valid 
to say? And those of you who 
were involved in the Plumber's 
Pot affair, you don't think you 
could be prejudiced against Mr. 
Mirza, do you, just because you 
didn't get what you wanted? 
What? Not even just a little? 

I ask again what was unan- 
swered from my first letter: By 
what criteria were you selected 
to the committee and who 
selected you?

and should have resigned from 
the committee. 

All of which I have stated for 
fact to support my arguments in 
this letter is true, and can be easily 
checked out by anyone wishing 
to do so.

However^ I 
take exception to the charge that 
the Selection Committee for the 
Dean of Students was "grossly 
misrepresentative" for these 
reasons: first, it is a fallacy to claim 
that all. students in the same 
faculty think or act along the same 
lines; second, three of the eight 
students were selected because 
in their official capacities (i.e. 
President, External Vice- 
President, and University Affairs 
Director) they are responsible for 
representing all students' interes- 
ts; and third, out of over 50 student 
applications in response to Stu- 
dents' Society ads calling for uni- 
versity committee members, 60% 
of the applications were from the 
ASUS and only one was from 
Engineering. 

As for the selection process 
itself, the appointment of students 
to various committees falls under 
the jurisdiction of my office as 
External V.P., In consultation with 
the rest of the executive. Criteria 
for selection includes a student's 
interests, experience, and ability 
to articulate student needs. The 
students chosen for the Deanship 
Committee were exceptionally 
conscientious in thoir participa- 
tion, even during the final weeks 
before exams. Also, in their effort 
to allow wider involvoment by all 
students, the student mombers 
suggested that the Dean be cho- 
sen by campus referendum. The 
proposal was rejected. 

Finally, may I reiterate tha»-

and had m** ba/û/u the

• the committee's recommr da- 
tions were conveyed to p :ipal 
Bell pn* mo c ..s dis- 



solved before Dr. Mirza had ruled 
on the said "Plumber's Pot Affair";

This letter is a partial reply to 
Mr. Feinstein's letter of January

The dismissal of Metcalfe 

Sir, 

The extensive publicity sur- 
rounding the dismissal of Prof. 
Vaillancourt has overshadowed 
the seemingly unwarranted 
release of another member in the 
Political Science Department. 
While one can read between the 
lines and thus dotermine the 
reasons for Vaillancourt's dis- 
missal, it is not possible to do this 
in the case of Prof. Metcalf o. None 
of the reasons stated in the Com- 
mittee's letter to Metcalfe appear 
to have a valid basis. This profes- 
sor has demonstrated his qual- 



ities and abilities to educate stu- 
dents without transmitting any 
personal bias. 

The similarity of the two letters 
raises immediately in one's mind 
the possibility of several explana- 
tions for -this double dismissal. 
Some of the administrators would 
like Prof. Vaillancourt to leave at 
any price. Although it is far reach- 
ing to believe that Prof. Metcalfe 
is being used as a justifiable 
scapegoat for the prejudiced dis- 
missal of Prof. Vaillancourt, it is 
not unconceivable. It Prof. Vail- 
lancourt is considered incompe- 
tent as a teacher (which could 
hold strong, since biased projes- 
sors are instruments of prop- 
aganda), then by what criteria is 
Prof. Metcalfe evaluated? Prof. 
Metcalfe presents his lectures in 
a most objective and stimulating 
manner. He presents the student 
with a rich guideline and a non- 
prejudiced reference material. 
The conferences supplement the 
lectures with pertinent discussion . 
relating to his lectures. 

When the livelihood of a man 
depends on a specialized field in 
education, then he deserves more 
than to be used as a mere 
replacement for Prof. Mallory. It 
is taken into consideration by the 
writer that the Political Science 
Department is monopolized by 
American professors and that the 
Committee have outside consul- 
tants who know very little about 
Professor Metcalfe. With this in 
mind, one questions the priority 
taken by the .Committee when 
they are hiring new staff mem- 
bers. The two-year tax exemption 
for American professors can 
hardly be denied as unattractive. 
Regardless of equal qualifications 
and evident Canadian talent, 
Americans monopolize the Politi- 
cal Science department. 

The administration presents the 
student with very little feedback 
on the criticism it had received in 
the past. Their rights and 
privileges in such matters are 
never questioned. However, 
when they knowingly dismiss the 
basic principles of management, 
they can hardly demand support. 
The professor deserves'to made 
aware, formally or Informally, of 
the frame of references used for 
evaluations and of the priorities 
expected in this organization. 
While the administration sup- 
posedly has good reason to make 
and enforce unjust decisions such 
as these, the student can only- 
make assumptions and abrupt 
accusations of unjustice.

mentator. The native people of 
Palestine were mentioned only 
once when the Bible-quoting com- 
mentator said (correctly) that the 
majority of, the inhabitants of 
Bethlehem are Christian Arabs. 
He did not mention the fact that 
those Arabs who are allowed to 
remain in occupied Palestine are 
treated as 3rd class citizens by 
the White Zionist regime, while 
the majority of their countrymen 
have been forcibly expelled from 
the country. Presumably the con- 
centration camps around Gaza 
and the refugee camps in Leba- 
non are not part of the Biblical 
prophecies concerning Israel, so 
they were not shown in the film. 
In short, it was a Zionist prop- 
aganda film designed for a west- 
ern Christian audience. 

During an interval the Chairman 
(or Minister, I don't know what his 
exact position in the sect is ) made 
a short speech stating that what 
is happening in "Israel" is of great 
interest to Christians. "What 
about the Palestinian Chris- 
tians?" I shouted. (About 25 per- 
cent of the Palestinian Arabs are 
Christians, so I assumed that their 
fate could not be a matter of indif- 
ference to supposed Christians of 
the West). He conceded that 
Palestinian Christians may have 
differont views on the subject of 
Israel.

ment! Then he came up to me, 
introduced himsell as David, and 
explained that his support for 
Israel does not necessarily mean 
agreement with everything Israel 
does. "Do you agree with the 
expulsion of the Palestinians?" I 
asked him. "No", he replied. (I 
wished he had stated it publicly). 

Ho was a rational human being 
with whom I could have rational 
arguments even if we disagreed 
on many things. Unfortunately, 
this is not the case with some of 
his more fanatical coreligionists. 
After the show I was approached 
by several students who told me 
(with great courtesy, I must stress 
it) to accept Jesus as my Saviour 
and the State of Israel as part of 
God's plan. What about the plight 
of the Palestinians? This is a polit- 
ical matter and a Christian is not 
supposed to meddle in politics. A 
Christian is supposed to preach 
the Gospel. Isn't the Gospel con- 
cerned with right and wrong, jus- 
tice and injustice? No. What looks 
like injustice only appears so to 
us. God knows better. To resist 
God's plan is both wrong and 
futile. I understood this applies to 
capitalism, imperialism and all the 
other apparent evils of the world. 
I asked them whether their sup- 
port for Zionism is not a political 
position. No, it is not political. It 
is religious. It is Christian. 

Sir, I believe it is the duty of 
every believing Christian to 
denounce these perversions of 
Christianity. "Christian Fellow- 
ship" is no more Christian than 
the Dutch Reformed Church of 
South Africa which supports 
Apartheid on Biblical grounds. 
Christ said: "Thou shall love thy 
neighbour as thyself." If we love 
our neighbour we must come to 
his support when he needs it. If 
we love our Vietnamese 
neighbour and our Palestinian 
neighbour we must support them 
in their liberation struggle. (This 
does, not mean that we must 
agree with every action performed 
by Vietnamese or Palestinian 
revolutionaries). "I am a 
revolutionary bocause I am a 
Christian. I believe that a Christian 
who is not a revolutionary lives 
in a state of mortal sin" said tho 
Colombian guerrilla leader 
Camilo Torres. "Blessed are they 
who sulfer persecution for justice' 
sake, for theirs is the kingdom of 
heaven" said Jesus. (Matthow 
5:10). Now who suffers persecu- 
tion for justice' sake at McGill? Is 
it Christian Fellowship? Not as far 
as I know. It is the young Com- 
munists of McGill Student Move- 
ment who suffer persecution at 
the hands of Montreal Police and 
McGill Administration. As a Chris- 
tian anarchist, I disagree with 
MSM on very many fundamental 
points, but I would suggest that 
MSM members with their readi- 
ness for self-sacrifice and con- 
cern for the oppressed and suffer- 
ing human beings (including the 
Palestinians ) are more Christian 
than members, of Christian Fel- 
lowship with their indifference to 
human suffering. 

Sir, as Editor of McG/7/ Daily 
you have with great courage sup- 
ported the Palestinian cause. I 
would very much appreciate if you 
print this letter.
